PLEA  OF  INSANITY 


Tlie  tendency  of  courts  of  law,  wherever  situated. 

not  to  bold  |>ci«.(Mis  responsible  for  a<  t»  •  fed 
under  the  iniluence  of  uncontrollable  inipui:>c£  is 
challenged  by  Lord  Hewart.  the  British  Lord  Chief 
Justice.  He  recently  delivered  the  I.Ioyd  Roberts* 
Lecture  before  the  Medical  Society  of  London,  and 
in  the  course  of  it  compared  the  legal  with  the 
medical  vieW-of  ipsanitv  In  his  opinion  such  relaxa- 
tion of  the  liw't  viewpoint  as  allows  for  acts  of  un- 
controllable impulse  might  even  allow  mental  experts 
to  find  evidence  of  tl>e  irresisfable  impulse  and  to 
infer  from  that  existence  of  mental  disease  in  the 
actual  commission  of  crime.  In  that  case,  he  con- 
<  ludes  the  result  inii^  l  t  be  to  transfer  to  a  section  of 
the  medical  profession  the  question  whether  a  greater 
number  of  ordinary  criminals  should  be  held  re- 
sponsible lo  the  law. 

Lord  Mewart  admits  that  the  medical  and  the 
legal  professions,  regard  and  examine  insanity  from 
somewhat  different  points  of  view.  A  question  that 
remains  a  vexed  one  is  the  proper  attitude  of  the 
criminal  law  towards  insanity.  In  England  the  lead- 
ing principle  of  the  criminal  law  relating  to  insanity 
is  \\\!\\  e\ery  man  is  presumed  to  be  sane,  and  to 
possr:>  .1  sufficient  degree  of  reason  to  make  him 
responsible  for  his  acts,  until  the  contrary  is  proved 
lo  the  satisfaction  of  the  jury.  The  burden  of 
the  proof  of  insanity  is  upon  the  defence.  I  he  de- 
fence of  insanity  must,  according  to  Lord  Mewart. 
satisfy  lluee  -.everal  londitions:  (I)  that  the  ac 
ciised  was  'uffeiin''  from  a  disease  of  the  mind: 
( 1 )  that  in  consequence  of  that  disease  he  was 
l.^borin^  iindei  a  flefed  of  reason:  (1)  it  must  be 
proved  that  that  defect  of  reason,  so  brought  about, 
was  of  one  of  two  particular  kinds.  The  defect  of 
reason,  due  to  disrate  of  the  mind.  mu<t  be  clearly 
proved  to  be  such  as  either,  (a)  lo  prevent  him  from 
knowing  what  he  was  doing;  or.  (b)  to  prevent 
Imui  from  knowing  thM  he  was  dotaf  was 
wrong. 

Lord  Hewart  explains  that  it  may  be  enough  for 

the  physician  to  find  a  patient  sufTerinir  from  disease 
of  the  mind,  and  in  consequence  laboring  under  a 
defwk  of  rcoson.
